Wh en you desire to 
signal a righ t turn h old out your 
arm, with th e h and p ointing up 
and th e elbow bent at p ractically 
a righ t angle. 
To signal a left 
turn h old your arm out straigh t 
from th e car. 
To signal a stop 
h old out your arm with th e h and 
p ointing down. 
I am sure th at if every driver 
will take care to make th ese signals 
not only as a matter of courtesy 
but as a measure of safety to h im- 
selp and oth er motorists not only 
will accidents be less 
numerous

For the benefit of some who do 
not know the proper signals, now 
in almost universal use, they are 
as follows. 
When you desire to 
signal a right turn hold out your 
arm , with the hand pointing up 
and the elbow bent at practically 
a right angle. 
To signal a left 
tu rn hold your arm out straight 
from the car. 
To signal a stop 
hold out your arm with the hand 
pointing down. 
I am sure that if every driver

servation of the oft. and gas re­ 
sources of the nation and report 
on their findings with recommen­ 
dations for legislative and adminis­ 
trative action.

Clyde Reed, Kansas, and Frank G.

The sewen other oil 
producing states were represented 
by delegates appointed by their 
governors. 
Immediately before recess the 
conference 
voted confidence in 
Chairman Mark L. Requa of Los 
Angeles, appointed by Hoover to 
preside over its deliberations, and 
expressed its thanks to him for the 
efforts he had made to canvass the 
sentim ent for and against the pro­ 
posed interstate compact. 
While the conference reached no 
conclusions, Chairman Requa ob­ 
served th at its nature was entirely 
prelim inary to subsequent efforts 
to bring the oil producing states 
into an agreem ent for the regula­ 
tion of the petroleum industry so 
far as its production and economy 
were concerned. 
Races* Is Protested 
The conference recessed on its 
third day after Chairman Requa 
had met with the four governors 
to consider a procedure proposal 
by Governor Reed, and the imme­ 
diate question of the compact had 
been turned over on a motion by 
Francis Wilson of New Mexico, to 
the delegates from California, Ok­ 
lahoma and Texas. 
The four governors protested 
against recess and Governor Reed 
said the three m ajor producing 
states “dissented" from the views 
expressed by in the governor’s res­ 
olution. 
This drew from each of 
the three states a denial that they 
“dissented” and that they were in 
accord with most of the principles 
set forth in the resolution
